The City Commissioners make the 
following announcement regarding 
proposed construction. of  side- 
walks: 


During the past two or three years, 
{the city has constructed cinder walks 
at several locations, in order to deter- 
|} mine the utility of this class of con- 
struction, Some of these locations 
are as follows: e 
| 91st Street, opposite the C.N.R. 


depot. 
107th Avenue, from 124th Street 
to the 4.D. & B.C, station at 


2ist Street. 

102nd Avenue, from 99th Street 
to 100th Street (just west of the 
Civic block). 

107th Street, south of 99th Ave. 
(A much used approach to the 
Parliament Buildings, 

Exhibiueon Grounds, the main 
walk from the entrance to the 
granistand. 

122nd Avenue, from 97th Street 

to the Allan Gray school. 

86th Avenue, 100th Street to 

101st Street (north of King Ed- 
ward school.) 

110th Street, 100th Ave. 

Jasper Avenue subway. 

From the above schedule it will be 
seen that the cinder, construction has 
been tried out under practically all 
conditions of traffic in the different 
sections of the city. 

It has been found that the mater- 
ljals are easily obtained and laid; the 
|appearance of the finished walk is 
good; and it is less tiring to the ped- 
estriane than either plank or con- 
crete construction. Under present 
conditions, the cost is about one- 
third that of plank walk, and one- 
seventh that of concrete walk. The 
most serious disadvantage is the ten- 
dency to ‘‘dust” after it is newly con- 
structed, and before traffic has thor- 
oughly compacted the walk, but when 
the walk has been in use a month or 
two, it becomes very hard, and the 
tendency to ‘dust’ disappears. 

The results of these 
have been very satisfactory, and 
|where people were rather prejudiced 
against this class of walk, they now 
speak very favorably of it. These re- 
sults have led the city to select this 
class of construction to replace about 
thirty’ miles of plank walks, 
have outlived their usefulness, and 
which will soon be advertised as local 
improvements. . 

All local improvements done under 
our city charter, must be initiated 
either by petition from the property 
owners abutting, or by advertisement 
by the city. 
ay petition is not “sufficiently 
signed’ until ft contains the signatures 
of two-thirds of the property owners, 
representing at least one-half the 
value of the property effected; and in 
the case of an advertisement, an ob- 
jection by two-thirds of the property 
representing one-half the 


to the 


owners, 


value of the property is sufficient to 
stop the improvement. 
The cost of cinder walks {s found 


to average four cents per square foot, 
or twenty cents per running foot for 
a five foot walk, the ucuai width for 


residential purposes. By spreading 
the repayment over a term of five 
years by the sinking fund plan, the 


annual cost per running foot works out 
to five and two-thirds cents; thus the 
taxes on a fifty foot lot would be 
$2.88 per year. The present cost of 
plank walks is sixty cents per running 
foot; the assessment is spread over 
eight years, and the annual cost per 
running foot on this basis works cut 
at eleven and one-half cents, or $5.75 
for fifty foot lot per year. 

Under present conditions, the ma- 
terials for plank or concrete walks are 
very high in cost, and difficult to ob- 
tain, and since the necessity of re- 
placing the older plank walks is urg- 
lent, the cinder construction seems to 
loffer a satisfactory solution for the 
| difficulty, It is hoped therefore that 
|the property owners affected will in- 
| vestigate for themeelves the advan- 
{tages of the cinder walk. Adv.

STRIKE FACTS 
HARD TO FACE 


Refuses To Have McDou- 
gall Church Meeting ‘‘Put 
On the Bum.”’ 


There was no crowding on the part 
of those who wanted to “discuss the 
strike eltuation” at McDougall church 


on Monday evening. The mayor led 
off by giving some explanation why 
the meeting was called. He then staf- 
ed that there was no program and that 
the meeting was entirely open to the 
pubile. The suggestion was then made 
that a chairman be elected and Rice 
Sheppard was unanimously chosen, 
Having asked for speakers to come 
forward, with no response, he sald that 
he would take a few minutes himself. 

At the conclusion of his remarks, 
J. Adair regaled the audience with his 
interpretation of the situation, and %s 
usual, he strongly denounced the press 
in general and made an attack on the 
government for allowing food profit- 
eering. He argued that collective bar- 
gaining, which was allowed and recog- 
nized in Great Britain and the States, 
was denied in Canada. 

The argument raised by the mayor 
in opening was that there were only 
two issues fn the strike situation in 
Winnipeg and they were the right to 
strike for a ving wage and the right 
to organize. He said the whole mat- 
ter was clearly set out in the speech 
made in the house by Major G. W. 
Andrews, D.8.0., M.P. for Centre Win- 
nipeg. 

Rice Sheppard talked of conditions 
in England 40 years ago when the 
fight for the agricultural laborer was 
on, As a mpmber of the U.F.A. he 
contended that they had enjoyed the 
princtple of collective bargaining all 
along. He then went on to denounce 
the government and the capitalists tn 
thelr attitude toward labor and made 
the assertion that In this matter the 
parsons were muzzled and could not 
exercise a free hand. 

Following J. Knight, Rev. Ritchie 
got up to move a resolution but as he 
dfd #6 someone in the hall shouted out 
the question that before anyone else 
spoke could they not have something 
about the strike situation for which 
the meeting was called. 

This led the mayor to rise and state 
that if there was going to be any at- 
tempt to put the meeting on “the bum” 
he was going to adjourn ft right away. 
The strikers, he said, had been allow- 
ed by him to have the market place 
as often as they liked, tut now, he 
said if there was going to be fighting 
it was not going to be there with his 
consent, and he had stated that he 
would be willing to pay half the cost 
of the Empire theatre for them to hold 
meetings in when required. They had 
double the opportunities to epeak than

THE SKIL OF WOMEN PLAYERS, 


After almost every match in which 
women play, and turn in good cards, 
ihe question usually rises gs to how 
great is the superiority of men over 
the women in golf. And there is also 
much discussion as to what part of 


the game men's superiority is most 
pronounced, 
There are certainly five distinct 


shots, which a golfer, man or women, 
should command, and some author- 
ities agsert th@re are more. The 
necessary five are the drive, the full 
iron, the pitch with the mashie, the 
chip shot and above all the putt. 

No player of either sex ever mastered 
other player is not better on one or 
all five shots so perfectly that some 
more of them. But with a thorough 
command of these five shots a player 
is in a position to turn in a most ex- 
cellent card. In mixed matches which 
I have seen I believe it has been de- 
monstrated that men lead (women 
some 15 strokes, The particular 
stroke on which men have a decided 
advantage is the long shot to the 
green, It is true, of course, that wo- 
men do not drive the same distance 
as men do but that would not ac- 
count for the margin between the 
play of men and women because many 
men who are short drivers frequently 
outplay opponents who get great dis- 
tance, 

In matches where I[ have played 
in anixed foursomes | have frequent- 
ly noticed that were & man would 
use @ mashie to the green, women 
seenied always to choose the brassie 
to get the distance.

LESSON 17 
Fine Points at Third 

The importance of third base in- 
creases with every runner who gets 
on the bases. In modern baseball the 
rule always is to play for the man 
closest to the plaie and the nearer 
a runner gets to the final base the 
greater the work of the third base- 
man, 


The third baseman, more than any 


man on the fleld, can make the tusk 
of a runner hard, He should, when 
@ runner is seoring from second, as- 


sume a position on the base, his legal 
right being unquestioned, and compel 
the runner to touch the back corner 
of the bag in rounding the final sta- 
tion. A base runner thus is forced 
to swing fifteen or eighteen feet wut 
of his path and run in a wide are to 
reach the plate. 

If the third baseman neglects to do 


this, the runner will cut corners, 
touch the inside corner and save per- 
haps twenty steps in reaching the 


scoring point. This frequently mace -

plate and a run scored and gives the 
outfielder more time to make his 
throw to the catcher, 

In taking throws from the outfield 
to third base the baseman should 
etand a foot or two inside the bag, 
with legs spread apart, giving the 
runner the chances to slide, but re- 
fusing him any advantage.

LESSON 18 ‘ 
Bunts Toward Third 

Handling bunts has become the 
most important part of the work of 
a third baseman. The requisites for 
successful handling of bunts and slow 
rollers are watchfulness, alertness and 
| agility, 

The third baseman, more than any 
other man on a team, is in position 
to catch sighals and to judge by mere 
observation of batters what the plan 
of attack is to be. Many times this 
| may be judged by the score and the 
| situation but in modern baseball out- 


| susssing the foe is the greatest part 


of generalship, 

The position of the third baseman 
gives him advantage in watching the 
position of batters. He must, of course 
know his men and their. ability to 
bunt. Against a speedy man he must 


move forward and be prepared to 
leap toward the plate to fleld the 
bunt. He must wateh the position of 


the batter's hands, and the instant 
the Datter starts to “choke” his bat 
and shorten his grip on it, he should 
advance .still further.

As per announcement of Friday | 
last the attempt has been made to 
stop the operation of the three 
great railway systems of the West 
by a strike of locomotive engineers | 
and firemen at Winnipeg. The re- | 
port of Friday stated that at a 
meeting of the members of these 
callings held on Friday night it 
was decided to demand from the 
city council of Winnipeg the rein- 
statement of the striking and dis- 
charged policemen of, the city un- 
der threat of -tieing up railway 
transportation to and through the 
city. The attempt has been made 
to carry out the threat. Present re- 
ports are that it has not been suc- 
cessful. It is being strongly oppos- 
ed by the responsible heads of the 
trades unions concerned, and 
therefore may—or indeed _pro- 
bably will—fail. But on the other 
hand the influenees of anarchy 
may be strong enough to disrupt | 
transportation. In any case a de- 
liberate and determined attempt is 
being made, and success is possible, 
therefore it is well for all concern- 
ed to consider just ‘‘where we are | 
at.’’ The belief that ‘‘All’s well’’| 
because it happens for the time be- | 
ing to be all well with us is an) 
“exploded idea.’’ This is one of | 
the things that we know better 
now than we did a few weeks ago. 

An ordinary strike on the part 
Ee __________— } 
it not only lacked public sym- 
pathy, but was resented as an at- 
tempt to ‘‘put something over’’ 
Edmonton by parties and for reas- 
ons unknown. Some of the skilled 
craft unions, such as those of the 
printing trades, refused to recog- 
nize the authority of the Trades 
Council, did not take a strike vote 
and refused to go out. Many mem- 
bers of the skilled craft unions 
which had voted to strike without 
cause looked unfavorably on the 
assertion of the principle that an 
agreement made by their union 
could be thus broken. They recog- 
nized that both parties to an 
agreement must respect it or it 
ceases to be an agreement; and 
that for the men to establish the 
precedent of breaking agreements 
without cause was to give unserup- 
ulous employers all the excuse | 
they could ever desire for doing 
the same on convenient opportu- 
nity. Judged by the thoughtful 
skilled craftsman the calling of a 
“‘sympathetic’’ strike in Edmon- 
ton looked much more like a blow 
against established trade unionism 
than against the ever-hateful capi- 
talist and his diabolical machina- 
tions, The skilled crafts had es- 
tablished the principle of union- 
ism, and now if they acknowledg- 
ed the authority of the Trades 
Council they were allowing the 
foundation principles for whose 
acceptance they had fought so 
long to be set aside at the order 
of a majority who were not skilled 
craftsmen in any sense and whose 
ideals and objectives were far re- 
moved from theirs. Organized | 
skilled labor was largely against | 
the strike. Unorganized skilled la- 
bor was altogether against it. It 
was chiefly favored by the less res- 
ponsible and more recently organ- 
ized elements of labor. For these 
reasons the strike did not have the | 
united support of labor in the 
city ;and by the citizens at large 
was looked upon as an attack upon 
the welfare of the city and of the 
individual citizen that was abso- 
lutely without reason or legitimate 
purpose. 

People did not take kindly to 
declarations of authority by the 
local soviet. With civic, provin-| 
cial and federal authorities on the | 
job more or less, they were rather | 
fed up with the ‘‘verboten’’ idea; 
and when another authority began 
to issue orders they felt that the 
limit had been exceeded, and 
whole-heartedly resented this new 
interference with them and their 
affairs, 

This unsympathetic attitude to- 
wards the synfpathetic strike soon 
became apparent, in the defections | 
from the strikers’ ranks, Street 
cars and taxis began to run.

railways is a threat to cut the 
nation’s throat—to replace order- 
ed government by anarchy. To| 
stop the railways because the city 
of Winnipeg refuses to continue 
under pay a police force that takes | 
its orders from a body who did not 
engage and who do not pay it is to 
remove from the general strike} 
movement the last pretence that it | 
is any way or to any degree in-| 
tended in the interests of labor. 
Its plain purpose is the overthrow | 
of the rule of the majority, and| 
the establishment of an irrespon- | 
sible dictatorship as merciless and | 
as irresponsible as that of Lenine| 
and Trotsky in devastated, starv- | 
ing, hopeless, helpless Russia. The 
courage and loyalty to their agree-

It is pleasing to see the improve- 
ments being made here and there as 
one passes out of the city on the train, 
There are none of a large nature, but 
the many go to show that the citizens 
have not by any means lost heart 
though the times have been severe,

the run, 

On the Edmonton-Vermilion sec- 
tion of the C, N. R, the roadbed is in 
better shape than it has been for! 
some time. There is said 'to be a sec- 
tion man for every mile of the road, 
and as many as twelve trains have 
been at work. Irom Battleford west- 
ward the old iron is being replaced 
with 80 pound rails and they will be 
laid right through to the capital. The 
roadway has a very tidy appearance, 
and the bed has been improved with 
ballast, old ties giving place to new 
oner. 

The work of filling in the trestle at 
the bridge west of Fort SasXatche- 
wan is about done. There is still a 
little work at the east end and some | 
top dressing. This completed, a xood 
job will be finished. As far as done 
already it gives one the impression 
that it allows the trainmen to ap- 
proach the long structure with more 
confidence, faster time, apparently be- 
ing made. 

The exhibition grounds at Fort Sas- 
katchewan look as though calling for 
the crowd to make use of them, The 
annual exhibition takes place on Sept. 
2 and 3, for which preparations are 
now under way. 

The drive to the Fort is one of the 
most charming to autoists at this time 
of year. Never did the trees look 
prettier with thick follage. The roads 
are excellent. And the beautiful views} 
along the Saskatchewan river are very 
attractive. 

The Bruderheim and Lamont sec-} 
tions had a good rain on Tuesday 
morning, reviving the crops wonder- 
fully. Further east they have not had 
as much as the Edmonton district, and 
are looking daily for a soaker. La- 
mont fair is on August 20. 

At different points it was 
that the willows were threaded 
through the wire fencing, for snow 
guards.

London, June 16——Descrjbing the 
experience of himself and Lieut, 
Brown, Capt. Alcock in a message 
from Galway to the Daily Mall says: 

“We had a terrible journey The 
wonder is we are here at all. We 
scarcely saw the sun, or moon, or 
stars, For hours we saw none of them. 
The fog was very dense, and at times 
we had to descend within 300 feet of 
the sea. 

“For four hours our machine was 
covered with a sheet of ice caused by 
frozem sleet. At another time the fog 
was so dense that my speed Indicator 


did no work and for a few, minutes it | 


was very Alarming. 

“We looped the loop, I do believe, 
and did a very steep spiral. We did 
some very comic stunts, for I have had 
no sense of horizon. 

“The winds were favorable all the 
way, northwest, and at times south- 
west. We said in Newfoundland that 
we would do the trip in sixteen hours, 
but we never thought we should, An 
hour and one-half before we saw land 
we had no certain idea where we were, 
but we believed we were at Galway or 
thereabouts, 

“Our delight in secing Eagstal and 
Tarbot islands, five miles west of Clif- 
den, was great. The people did not 
know who we were and theught we)

“We encountered no unforseen con- 
ditions. We did not suffer from cold 
and exhaustion, except when looking 
over the side; then the sleet chewed! 
bits out of our faces. We drank cof- 
fee and ale and ate sandwiches and| 
chocolates, 

“Our flight has shown thet the At- 
lantic flight is practicable, but I think 
it should be done, not with an air- 
plane or seaplane, but with  fiying 
boats. We had plenty of reserve fuel 
left, using only two-thirds of our sup-

Men Were Dazed. 


London, June 16—-When the Vick- 
ers-Vimy biplane, driven by Captain 
Alcock, was first sighted crossing the 
Irish coast, says a dispatch to the| 
Daily Mail from Clifden, Galway, an 


airplane flew out from the Cranmore | 
airdrome to render assistance. 

When assistance reached the ma-} 
chine after alighting the two aviators | 
were helped to the ground and it was! 
found that Lieut. Brown was slightly | 
injured on the nose and mouth by the! 
jolt given the machine when it struck! 
the ground. Both men were deaf and 
dazed and were unable to walk stead- 
ily for some minutes. They quickly! 
recovered, however, and were escorted 
to the wireless station in triumph, 
being given the best hospitality avail- 
able, They distributed as souvenirs] 
and gave away the small dog and cat 
which were mascots during the trip. 
The entire equipment was rain-soaked 
by the downpour during the journey. 

Describing the trip the aviators said 
they had a very trying ordeal, Capt. 
Alcock saying that the sun came out 
only once when the biplane had at- 
tained a height of 11,000 feet. Only 
three astronomical observations were 
possible during the voyage. The alti- 
tude of the machine varied from a 
few feet from the water up to 11,000 
feet, and the fliers never sighted a 
single ship. 

“T did not know once whether it 
was upside down or not,” said Capt. 
Alcock. 

Aulantic Only 300 Feet Below. 


“Once we ascended hurriedly when 
We saw the green Atlantic only 300) 
feet below.

vinnipeg, 16—It was this aft- 
ernon estimated that the loss result- 
ing from the terrific wind and elec- 
trical storm which swept the VWinni 
peg district on Saturday, sometimes 
reaching a velocity of 84 ‘miles an 
hour, will total more than half a mit- 
lion dollars. No person was killed 
but several were injured, none, it is 
believed, seriously.
